The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims , 

55. (Currently amended) The micron liquid thermosetting ink-jet ink according to claim 
56, wherein said curing agent is selected from the group consisting of modified amines, urea 
derivatives, imidazoles, dicyandiamide, and any mixture thereof. 

65. (Currently amended) The micron liquid thermosetting ink-jet ink according to claim 
64, wherein the impact modifiers and flexibilizers are selected from the group consisting of: 
amine terminated rubbers, epoxy terminated rubbers, hydroxyl terminated rubbers, and mixtures 
thereof; wherein said rubbers are selected from the group consisting of: polybutadiene, 
polyisoprene, hydrogenated polybutadiene, hydrogenated polyisoprene, ethylene-propylene 
copolymers, polydimethyl siloxane elastomer, polysulfides, polyurethanes, and soft polyacrylate 
esters. 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Pending Claims 

Claims 55, 56, and 58-67 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The rejection of claims 55, 56, and 58-68 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement has been rendered moot by the cancellation 
of (previously independent) claim 68. Furthermore, independent claim 56 has been amended as 
suggested by the Examiner. 

2. The rejection of claims 55, 56, and 58-68 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention has been rendered moot by the cancellation of (previously 
independent) claim 68. 

3. The objection to claims 58, 59, and 65 under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim has been 
overcome by amendment. 

4. The rejection of claims 55 and 59-68 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sano et al. (US 2003/0236321) in view of Hopper et al. (US 2006/0047014) has been rendered 
moot by the cancellation of (previously independent) claim 68. 

5. The rejection of claims 55 and 59-68 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sano et al. (US 2002/0077384) in view of Hopper et al. (US 2006/0047014) has been rendered 
moot by the cancellation of (previously independent) claim 68. 
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6. The rejection of claim 58 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combined teachings of Sano et al. (US 2003/0236321 or US 2002/0077384) and Hopper et al. 
(US 2006/0047014) in view of Nishida et al. (US 2004/0048950) and Ishikawa (US 

2004/01 13961) has been rendered moot by the cancellation of (previously independent) claim 68. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 55, 56, and 58-67 are allowed.
